and general running costs are the chief 
factors of economy ir modern motoring, 
but the used car market has thrown up in 
strong relief another hitherto unthought 
of factor which makes for very decided 
economy in motoring costs to-day. 
“It is quite a common thing to hear of a 
car, the original cost of which was as 
much as : or £600, being sold after 
twelve months’ use for less than one-third 
of its original price. This loss, combined 
with the sn. running costs of a vehicle 
of this character, mounts up to a very 
big figure, even though the great majority 
of the owners of this type of car are in 
the fortunate position of suffering with 
a smile, 


ECONOMY OF THE CHEAPER CAR. 


On the other hand, even the most acute 
crises in the secondhand car market 
barel. affect the owner of the lower priced 
cars. For instance, a car costing, when 
new, say from £200 to £250, after giving 
twelve months’ service and covering 20, 
miles, sells well for half and very often more 
than half the original cost. Recently two 
acquaintance of mine changed their cars 
after twelve months use. One was pos- 
sessed of a very popular.car, which twelve 
months ago cost him £200. During the 
period which he had it he covered 15,000 
miles, and he was allowed £150 for it in 
the purchase of a new car. The other 
owner, a neighbour of his, was the owner 
of a car which cost him £570 originally. 
It had done 10,000 miles and was on the 
road for little over twelve months, and 
when he went to sell it in part exchange for 
another car the dealer’s value of it was 
not quite £230. Therefore, when motorists 
talk of economy the amount that they will 
drop on the re-sale of their cars is a 
matter of considerable importance. With 
this he must also take into account the 
price of his tyres, his fuel consumption, 
oil consumption, and repairs and replace- 
ments, and there is hardly any doubt but 
that the motorist who is out for economy 
will find it in the purchase of the lower 
priced car and replacing it at the end of 
every 15,000 or 20,000 miles’ service. 


CAMPBELL’S RECORD TO BE 
CHALLENGED. 


Sir Malcolm Campbell’s land speed 
record of 245.7 m.p.h. is shortly to be 
challenged by Norman ‘‘ Wizard ” Smith, 
a well-known Australian speed motorist. 
The car with which he will seek to im- 
prove on Campbell’s speed has been 
designed by a Sydney engineer, Don Hark- 
noss. The engine is a twelve-cylinder 
Napier, Schneider Trophy, super-charged 
engine (which has been borrowed from the 
British Government). The bore and 
stroke of the engjne is 54 by 54 inches; 
the weight of the car is three tons; it is 
built of nickel steel; its length is 26 feet. 
and - the track five feet, the ground 


. clearance heing seven inches. 


The estimated distance to .obtain top 
speed is eight miles, and a similar 
distance is required to pull up. The car 
has very much less wind resistance from 
a frontal area point of view than anv 
car that has attempted to break the land 
speed record. According to the theoretical! 
calculations, based on gear ratios, engine 
revolutions, wind resistance, and other 
contributing factors, it is estimated that 
the car should be capable of 309 m.p.h.. 
or almost 63 more miles ner hour than 
the speed achieved by Sir Malcolm Camp- 
bell. 

The attempt is to be made next October 
on the ‘‘90-Mile Beach,” Kaitaia, which 
is on the West coast of the North Island 
of New Zealand. On this beach it is 
possible to make.a long run, giving every 
opportunity to attain maximum speed on 
reaching the timing posts, and to pull up 
without any danger whatever. 


DON’T QUESTION POINTSMEN. 

Just a little more thought on the part 
of some motorists—and they are mostly 
newcomers—would not only make the life 
of the pointsmen in the city and suburbs 
a little easier, but contribute materially 
to a smoother flow of traffic in conges 
centres, and make for greater safety on 


our thoroughfares. Of late, the habit of 
motorists pulling up close to a pointsman 
to inquire the way is becoming very 
prevalent. Surely, pointsmen’s duties are 
sufficiently onerous in directing, very 
often, four lines of traffic without being 
interrupted by passing motorists, who not 
only take the Guard’s attention off his 
very intensive work, but cause a sudden 
block to following traffic, very often 
with disagreeable results. I have come 
across three such instances during the 
past week,#fin one of which a following 
car collided with the rear of the vehicle, 
the driver of which pulled up un- 
expectedly to make some inquiry of the 
pointsman. It would be much safer, and 
the loss of time invol.2d would be no 
greater, if mctorists who want to make 
inquiry pull up at the side walk and made 
their inquiry, which other people could 
answer. 


A OURE FOR “ JOY RIDING.” 

Motor “ joy riding ” is no longer “a 

ood joke” in South Africa. Recently, 
Ir. Justice Krause had before him two 
men who took a motor car without the 
owner’s permission for a ' joy ride.” 
They pleaded guilty, and, in extenuation, 
said that they intended returning the car 
to the owner. The judge, in sentencing 
each of the accused to three years’ hard 
labonr and three lashes each, said that 
in the future he would increase the 
number of lashes, and added that motor 
thieving must stop. ‘‘ Motor cars,” he 
said, “ are no longer luxuries, but articles 
of commerce and business. Doctors. 
lawyers, merchants and others depended 
on their cars for transport. 

‘This sentence,” he concluded, ‘“‘ will 
act as a warning to all motor thieves who 
are brought before me that they will be 
even more severely treated.’’ 

The South African Automobile hails 
this warning with a sigh of relief, 
a few more of which, it thinks, will end 
motor thieving in that Colony. 


THE 1932 STANDARD CAR. 

The first batch of the Standard 1932 
models arrived in Dublin this week, and 
offer a wide selection to intending pur- 
chasers. The company’s programme for 
next year consists of the little and the 
big nine h.p., which are four-cylinder 
cars. the sixteen and the twenty h.p.. 
which are fitted with six cylinders, the 
prices of which range from £185 to £440. 
In the four-cylinder series there are two 
and four-seater tourers, a coach-built 
saloon, a coupé, and a delivery van; and 
the sixteen h.p. class also includes the 
open ‘tourer, as well as the saloons. 

I had the pleasure of trying one of 
the Big Nines during the week, which, 
compared with last year’s model, has a 
greatly enlarged equipment. It is coach- 
built. and the petrol tank is now mounted 
at the rear instead of under the bonnet. 
It has a four-speed gear box, a sliding 
roof, magna-type wire wheels, sufficient 
accommodation for four adults, with the 
economical advantages of light weight, low 
horse power, and small chassis dimensions. 
It is upholstered in leather cloth, and the 
whole workmanship impresses one very 
favourably. 

A particularly attractive feature is the 
silent third gear, and so silent was it in 
traffic that one driving the car for the 
first time had to press the accelerator to 
see if the engine was running. The half- 
elliptic springing is very pronounced 
when travelling at forty miles an hour 
over poor and rough surfaces. Much 
roomier than it appears from the outside.

LIFE AND IDEAS. 


The Emperor's New Clothes. Confessions of a 
Biologist. By Johan Hijort, Transiated from the 
Norwegian by A. C. dayne. London: Williams and 
Norga Ltd. 15/- net. 


HIS biological treatise is divided into 
two parts—the World of Ideas and 
Life, which are sub-divided again into 
nine chapters. The book has a strictly 
scientific basis, but it is written with a 
clarity and broadness of outlook that 
enable the average man of education to 
make himself familiar with its contents. 
Its title is a keynote to the subject-matter 
and its fundamental principles. Mr. 
Hjort does not recognise the claims 
of those modern experimenters who 
lay stress on ‘the difference between 
the ‘‘ old ” and the “ new ” science; to 
him true science is the only science, and 
it embraces the old and the new. The 
“new ” science has no more value with 
regard to its inherent '' newness ” than 
the clothes of the famous Emperor of 
China in the fairy tale had with regard to 
their newness. Describing the cultural 
starting point of his treatise, he writes in 
the first few pages: ‘‘ The present sketch 
will definitely set out more especially 
from the culture of Europe, and, within 
that again, from the edifice of thought 
created by Emmanuel Kant.”’ 

One of the most interesting chapters in 
the book is that entitled ‘‘ Theories of 
Relativity.’’ Here Mr. Hjort demonstrates 
that the valuable relativity hypotheses of 
the “ new ” science are not as new as they 
seem. This portion deserves special] 
attenvion, as discussions concerning the 
most vital of modern scientific problems 
are treated therein. Dealing with the 
Kant principle of synchrony, a principle 
with which Einstein also is occupied, he 
says that it is simply the time-honoured 
recognition that scrence has its limita- 
tions, and that its values must 
‘constantly be tested by criticism. Kant's 
principle, he writes in another passage, 
is that our knowledge of nature is depen- 
dent upon our capacity to apprehend all 
its phenomena in simultaneous existence. 
' The principle has a dual function. It 
cuides the inquiry on the above-mentioned 
lines and enables us to form a critical 
judgment whether or not the plan has 
really been carried out and has attained 
its object by ascertaining if the 
things are synchronous. The investiga- 
tion continues until both tasks have been 
performed. i . 

Instead of employing this method, which 
is described in Kant’s ‘‘ Critique of Pure 
Reason ” (1781), Einstein tries to define 
synchrony. His definition has been pro- 
claimed all over the world, both as the 
foundation of a new science and as ‘the 
discovery of the theory of relativity—as if 
no earlier theories of relativity had ever 
existed. 

After an interesting review of Einstein's 
actual experiments with clocks and light 
signals, the following is quoted from 
Einstein, and, indeed, against him: “ The 
two observers who move with the rod will 
therefore find that the clocks do not 
synchronise, whereas the observers 1n the 
system which is at rest would say they 
did. We see, therefore, that we must 
not understand the concept of ‘synchrony ’ 
in the ordinary sense; the two occurrences 
which, when regarded from one co-ordinate 
system, are synchronous, can no longer 
be looked on as synchronous if regarded 
from another system which is in motion 
relatively to the first one.”’ 

“These words,” writes Johan H)ort, 
‘‘ succeed in showing that the principle of 
synchrony has to be understood in two 
different ways if we desire to prove the 
synchrony of events occurring partly in a 
system at rest, and partly in a system in 
motion. Upon this postulate rests the 
modern exposition of  relativity—the 
brand new relativity theory.” 

He continues: ‘‘ When Einstein came to 
the conclusion that his mental experi- 
ment precluded him from recognising any 
common method for a system at rest and 
a system in motion, he should have in- 
ferred either that his own method was un- 
suitable for the purpose in hand or that 
the two systems stood in a mutual 
relation, which made it technically impos- 
sible for him to find a method proving 
the synchrony of the parts in motion. 
Instead of this he explained his failure 
by the postulate that the concept of 
synchrony cannot be established in.systems 
in motion by arguing that light signals 
cannot be combined with other id. ÁR 
because light is “absolute” motion, and 
the highest degree of motion conceivable. 

We learn from Einstein himself that his 
real obiect was to find the explanation 
of another experiment made more than 
fifty years ago by the American scientists, 
Michelson and Morley. He endeavour2d 
to interpret this experiment as a proof 
that the motion of light is independent of 
other motions, but this interpretation ‘s 
certainly not supported by his own mental] 
experiment. For the present, therefore. 
we may continue to hope that the right 
explanation will be found by further re-' 
searches in accordance with the principles 
applied by science in all ages.’’

The yo Graham Robertson was a 
pupil of ‘Albert Moore*s, and throughout 
the book there is constant reference to the 
great painter, while his influence is 
clearly discernable in the few portraits 
by the author, which are reproduced as 
illustrations. 

It is a pity—and it is the only fault 
that we can find with the book—that the 
author has not been able to rid himself 
of a faint affectation in his manner of 
telling a story, an affectation which crops 
up irritatingly at inopportune moments. 

In “ Time Was ” we are given a picture 
of an England that must have been very 
pleasant in its peaceful, unrushed life, 
where no one seems to have been troubled 
by the scramble and hurry which is such 
a feature of to-day, and where, according 
to Mr. Robertson, e~ ry one took the little 
trials- of life with such an exemplary 
calm, and no one ever seemed to lose his 
temper. We have been presented with a 
book of memoirs in which the author 
looks back on the England of his youth, 
which to our modern eyes would be worthy 
of comparison with More’s Utopia. 

Mr. Robertson brings his book to an 
end with the birth of the new century. 
which was ushered in with \ arfare, and 
to which, as he remarks, he does not be- 
long, and so does not understand it.

“ The Italian Mercantile Marine, 1922- 
1930,’’ by the National Fascist Confedera- 
tion of Maritime and Air Transport Com- 
panies; and every other aspect of the 
national life of Italy has been described 
thoroughly by either the individual or the 
organisation responsible for its control 
since the march on Rome. 

The Minister of Justice, in his contribu- 
tion, shows clearly that Fascism has no 
illusions about popular sovereignty. ‘‘ The 
Fascist doctrine,”’ he says, “ denies the 
dogma of popular sovereignty which, on 
the one hand, made the Chamber the only 
seat of sovereign power, and, therefore, the 
chief organ of the State ; and, on the other, 
surrendered the election of the Deputies to 
the caprice of the masses. The masses 
cannot themselves have a spontaneous will ; 
still less can they spontaneously proceed 
to the choive of Deputies.’’ According to 
the Fascist doctrine, which maintains the 
sovereignty of the State, in contrast with 
the doctrine of popular sovereignty, 
Parliament, and consequently the Deputies 
who compose it, are among the funda- 
mental agents of the State. . Men are not 
born free; they are born members of the 
State. Thus is Rousseau answered after a 
century of ‘‘ democracy.”’ 

“ The Fascist State,” says the Minister 


of Fascist Corporations, “ may be defined 
as a State of syndicalist composition and 
corporative function, since, as a truly 
sovereign State, it seeks to be adequate to 
the civil society which makes up its struc- 
ture, and as a State with aims of its own 
distinct fgom those of civil society, it has 
as its permanent object to create by means 
of its own action and to achieve the moral. 
political and economic unity of the Italian 
nation.’’ ‘“‘ The reconstruction of the 
State,” he explains also, “ on a solit basis 
could only take place by the eliminatioa 
of the long-standing disagreement which 
was its bane, and by the imposition of 
order on the economic forces which 
threatened its existence.” 

As indicative of the work done by the 
Fascist State, which might be illustrated 
from almost any aspect of the national 
life, it is interesting to note that while 
some 5,000,000 lire were expended upon 
concessions for the reclamation of marsh 
lands from the unification of Italy until 
June of 1930, about half of that sum was 
expended between July, 1926, and June, 
1950, under the direction of the Minister 
for Land Reclamation. It is a common- 
place to-day to refer to the changes on the 
face of Italy—to the railway services and 
the roads, in particular ; but it is the great 
virtue of this official record that it explains 
why and how these changes have been 
wrought. That other nations have some- 
thing to learn from Fascist methods is 
made very plain, but if is doubtful to 
what extent the Fascist political methods 
need be adopted so that the economic and 
social effects may be secured. Italy shares 
with Russia nowadays the distinction of

MORE GOLD PRODUCED IN AUSTRALIA. 

In the first five months of this vear 5,952 oz. 
of fine gold, worth about £25,250, were 
obtained in New South Wales. This is an 
increase of 864 oz. as compared with the corre- 
x wigan. (pres of last year. According to 
the annual report of the Department of Mines 
the value of gold production represented ahgut 
one-half per cent. of- the total mineral produc- 
tion of the State for 1930. In the closing 
months of the year there was _ noticeable 
activity, and a large number of prospectors 
were trying their luck on old _ goldfields. 
Monthly productions during 1951 have been: 
January 00 oz., February 650 oz., March 
1,256 oz., April 2,260 oz., May 1,086 oz. The 
total production in the State to the end of 
1930 is estimated at 15,001,166 oz. fine, valued 
at, £63,720,865. 


BRITISH CELANESE BONDHOLDERS 
APPROVE THE PROPOSED SCHEME. 
Holders of é per cent. Convertible Second 

Mortgage Bonds of British Celanese, Ltd., 

met yesterday to consider a proposal that the 

company should be given power to app 
towards the fulfilment of its annual sinking 
fund any bonds already purchased and any 
bonds subsequently purchased by it in the 
market at a cost how 110 per cent., plus 
accrued interest. Dr. Henri Dreyfus, who 
presided, maintained that, if the proposal 
were adopted, it would be of advantage not 
cnly to the general body of bondholders, but 
also to the company. . The scheme would 
provide a more satisfactory market for bonds, 
and would not infringe the rights of bond- 
holders. Opposition to the scheme was ex- 
pressed by several bondholders, who com- 
plained that they were being invited to 
abrogate their mghts. The chairman, in 
reply, stated that he held proxies for 
£1.630.000 of the honds in favour of the 
proposals and £9,200 against. On the 

resolution being put to the meeting, a 

majority voted against it, and the chairman 

demanded a poll. The scheme was approved 
by certificates valued at £1,556,800 against 
£176,700. 


COSACH LAW REVISION. 

It is reported in cables from Chile that the 
Chilean Chamber of Deputies had voted in 
favour of a revision of the law under which 
Cosach was formed. So far official confirma- 
tion of this report has not been received 
either by the Chilean Government s repre- 
sentatives in London or by banks most closely 
in touch with Chilean affairs. Whether this 
particular report be true or not, it seems 
evident that there is a considerable agitation 
both in Chile and in Paris against some of 
the regulations in the Cosach law itself, and 
against certain decrees promulgated under 
the late Government, but never ratified by 
the Chamber. Statements and denials are 
issued by either side, and any report of new 
developments should be received with reserve 
until its authenticity is established. 


AMERICAN COTTON LOWEST FOR 
32 YEARS. 

Fresh low prices for American cotton were 
registered on the Liverpool Cotton Exchange 
vesterday, when the quetation for middling 
staple was lowered to 3.60d. _ This is the 
lowest price during the past 52 vears, the 
previous low figure being in 1899. The 
cheapest value ever recorded for American 
cotton was a fraction below ód. per lb., which 
was in 1885.

Mea:u int Niagara. 


Recently I wrote of the rumoured 
danger that the Niagara Falls might dry 
up, and of the experiments which were 
to be made to test the truth of the 
rumour. An engineering friend has Just 
sent me some interesting particulars Con- 
cerning the tests which are being carried 
out by American and Canadian engineers, 
To ascertain the depth and rate of the 
flow over the brink of the Falls 
they use floats made of  scantlings, 
and so weighted as to float per- 
pendicularly with submerged lengths 
of from one to twelve feet, having flagged 
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| the shore. The apparatus is taken out 
ion the river in motor boats, and 
| dropped into the water at definite points 
across the river. When a float is released 
the watchers on the shore record its pro- 
cress by stop-watch observations, aided 
by photographic and  wmoving-picture 
records. By these methods the rate of 
flow of the float in every section is easily 
{ computed. If a float goes through ats 
course upright, it is evident that it does 
touch the bottom, and longer and 
floats are sent down till one drags 
Then, with the length of the 
float known, and by noting the angle of 
inclination, :t is possible to calculate 
tie cepth of the Falls at that point.

AN IMPRESSION OF CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIA. 


(By SENATOR SIR EDWARD BELLING- 
HAM, who was recently in Prague as a 
Free State delegate at the 17th interna. 
tional Parliamentary Commercial Con- 
ference.) 


HE Republic of Czechoslovakia has an 
ia area of some 54,000 odd square miles 
with a population of cloge’ on 
15,000,000, meal of 10,000,000 Czechs 
and Slovaks, 3,000,000 Germans, the re- 
maining 2,000,000 being Magyars, Ruthenes 
and a By 

When, after the Great War, as a result of 
the Treaty of Versailles, the Austrian-Hun- 
garian Empire ceased to exist, and Hungary 
and Austria became completely ‘separate en- 
tities, the Republic of Czechoslovakia, which. 
prior to the cessation of hostilities, had been 
recognised by t':e Allies, sprang into being. 
Embracing, as it does, the industrial eentres 
of Bohemia, with its celebrated spas and 
‘Kur Orte’’-Karlovy Vary (Karlsbad), 
Marianske Lazne (Marienbad), Frantiskovy, 
Frant Lazne (Franzensbad) and Jachymov 
(Joachimsthal), as well as those of Piestany 
(celebrated for the curing of rheumatism), 
Trancan, Teplice, etc., in the High Tatras, 
it is not. surprising to find that the country, 
under the wise administration of President 
T. G. Masaryk, has made great strides 
towards prosperity since I last visited it 
when in its infancy in 1920. 

In all Government Departments there is 
evidence of the will to mak@ things go in 
very much the same manner, as the young 
men at the heim of affairs in the Irish Free 
State are in. earnest in building up their new- 
born country. = 


THE CZECH LANGUAGE, 


ne of the most noteworthy achievements 
of the Masaryk administration has been the 
success which has blessed its efforts to foster 
the Czech language, though one can get on 
comfortably im Prague, the capital, with a 
knowledge of French and German. In the 
hotels most of the personnel speak several 
languages; nevertheless, there are now a con- 
sideravle number of employus who do not 
‘speak or understand any tongue but their 

nalive one. 

The ownership of the land has been vested 
in the people, the large properties, of which 
there were a great number under the 

| Austro-Hungarian régime, having _ been 
! taken over by tha Government at a fair price 
and parceiled out to peasant proprietors. 
That the Uzech Government were confronted 
With a difficult task when tackling this 
problem may be gleaned from the fact that, 
in the case of one landed proprietor, he owned 
no less than one-twentieth of the entire area 
of the Republic. 
large properties, however, the Govern- 
ment have exercised a wise discretion 
in that they have made exceptions in cases 
where the owner is the possessor of notable 
castles containing valuable objete d’art, hav 
ing left sufficient land for each castle to meet 
the expenses cf its upkeep. Every inch 
of ground is utilised for agriculture. The 
farmers live mostly in small hamlets, where 
they have their yards and outhouses, the 
farms themselves being Im some cases some 
distance away. ‘I'here are no fences, as we 
know them in this country, but each pro- 
prietor knows the confines of his holding. It 
is a remarkabie fact, and one redounding to 
the credit of the energy of the Czechs that 
more than forty per cent. of the land is 
under agriculture, not a single acre capable 
of being cultivated being wasted. 

The fact that Behemia, originally Celtic 
in origin, is the centre of the Republic is 
of great importance; for under the old 
régime it formed eighty per cent. of the in- 
dustrial portion of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. Forenvst in Bohemia is Pilsen 
which, far from being the ordinary indus- 
trial centre, is a lovely town, the buildings 
in its principal square and in several of its 
streets being gems of architecture, and it is 
moreover the seat of the celebrated Citizens’ 
Brewery and the world-famous Skoda works. 

The tobacco industry is a Government 
monopoly, and only licensed dealers. can 
supply it. Small shops and booths dotted 
about, and marked ‘‘ 7’abaku,’ furnish the 
wants of smokers. The cigarettes are good. 
and in great variety, while cigars, made from 
native grown tobacco, are quite excellent in 
flavour, and are on a par with those manu- 
factured in Austria. One notices a scarcity 
of licensed tobacconists in Prague, and 
wonderfully few people smoking in the 
streets. Whether this is because smoking is 
prohibited in the street cars, it is not for 
me to say; but, though I am given to undi?r- 
stand that smoking is as general in Czecl-e 
slovakia as it is in other countries, 1 am of 
opinion that tlns is not the case. 

Another point which cannot fail to strike 
the vititor to Prague is the comparatively 
few places for drinking beer, in contra- 
distinction to those encountered in other 
countries on the Continent. True, there are 
automatic beer shops, whers for 2 kronen 
one can get a glass of cool beer from a tap,

In Prague one’s attention is arrested b 
the numerous arcadés, or colonnades, whic 
run at right angles to the principal thorough- 
fares, and notably from the Vaclavské 
Namesti, the Champs Elysées of the capital. 
Vey often these colonnades, the sides of which 
are occupied by shops which afford ampie 
space for the display of goods, run from 
street to street, with branches in the centre 


to the streets running at right angles, form- 


ing havens where one can remain cool in the 
great heat which visits the city in summer 
time.

The rule of the road is “ keep to the left,” 
as in the British Isles and Austria—this, no 
doubt, being a relic of the old Empire of 
which Czechoslovakia for so many centuries 
formed a part. But, curious to relate, the 
trains run right-handed, as in Germany, 
whereas in Belgium, where the rule of the 
road is right-handed, the trains run to the 
left. 

Fares on the railways are not cheap, 
especially when one takes into consideration 
the rate of exchange—i.e., 160 kronen to the 
£1 sterling. ‘There are three classes on the 
trains; but quite a number of trains—and 
fast ones at that—are composed, as in Ger- 
many and Austria, of second and third class 
only. Restaurant cars are attached to the 
princips! fast trains, aad good meals may be 
obtained in the spacious dining halls, or in 
the garden-like enciosures to be met with on 
the platforms of all the large stations, * The 
want sof the inner, man are well attended 
to en route at wayside stations by locals in 
the vicinity, who offer fruit, beer and saus- 
ages and rolls to passengers. In some districts 
there is only a single line permanent way, 
but this defect is being rapidly remedied. 

The officials are courteous and obliging, and 
in the majority of cases speak sufficient Ger- 
man or French to assist the traveller along. 
I noticed on arrival at the Wilson Rai!..ay 
Station at Prague, the principal one in that 
city, police inspecting the Mama of in- 
coming passengers, and there were wide 
benches at the exit for heavy luggage to. be 
placed upon just as if it were a Customs 
examination 

Any description of Czecho-Slovakia would 
be incomplete without a reference to that 
modern wizard of industry, Monsieur Batja, 
the boot and shoe manufacturer. A peasant 
at the end of the war, owning a small boot- 
making establishment, he has blossomed out 
in the short space of fifteen years into ore of 
the largest industrialists on the Continent. 
He employs in his various factories no fewer 
than 355,000 operatives, who work but five 
days a week and only seven hours a day. 
Yet, he pays his employés full wages, and 
can afíord to compete with any other boot. 
manufacturer in the world. His workshops 
turn out the almost incredible number 
of 135.000 pairs of footwear daily. He 
owns the houses in which his employés live, 
and if the latter wish to acquire their owp 
homes he lends them the money to do so at 
very small interest frém his own banks. 

His competition is causing consternation in 
Germany where, I hear, he has large electric 
advertisements stating that, though his boots 
and shoes cost less than those manufactured 
in that country, he, nevertheless, pays his 
employés full wages for a 35 hours’ week. 
Batja’s ladies’ evening shoes at 49 kronen a 
pair (about 7s.) would make the mouths of 
people in Ireland, who have to pay up to £2 
per pair for a similar article, water. 


COST OF LIVING. 


Living is distinctly cheap—in fact, Czecho 
Slovakia 1s the cheapest country to live in 
on the Continent, not even excepting Pely:um 
The hotel ratcs are exceedingly moderv.2. an?! 
a single room with a bath at the verv bist 
hotel in the capital costs from 10s. per night 
Foodstuffs, too, are cheap, and if the zourmet 
ssw the helping of caviare one ents for 10 
kronen, or about 1s. 3d., he might well envv 
the lot of the individual lucky enough to 
there. Then Prague ham is famous 
throughout the land and the neichbouring 
countries, while nowhere in the world is beer 
brewed of the quality of that produced at 
Pilsen. 

The general impression which the visitor gets 
in Czecho-Slovakia is one of earnest endeavour.

The populace are contented in that thev 
know they have a wise ruler in their beloved 
President Masaryk, a venerable old man of 
eighty years of age, whose name ‘will - go 
down to posterity as one of the outstanding 
statesmen in the twentieth century, and to 
whom was paid the compliment, which was 
only bis due, in view of the manner in which 
he had devoted the whole of his life to 
securing the resurrection of his nation, of 
heing elected President of the Czecho-Slovak 
Republic for life.

In her book “Our Irish Theatre, 
Lady Gregory records what ha ed at the 
first production. ‘‘ There was. however, very’ 
little opposition in the Plymouth. Theatre. 
There was a little booing and hissing, but 
there’ were.a great many Harvard boys among 
the audience, and whenever there “was a sign 
of coming disapproval they cheered enough to 
drown it. Then they took to cheering if any 
sentence’ or scene was coming that had been 
objected to in the newspaper attacks, so, I

Playboy,” it was put on for a single a 
formance in New ven. The Mayor had 
been requested to forbid the performance, and 
had sent his Chief of Police to see a rehearsal 
of it. But what the Chief of Police actually 
saw was '“ Blanco Posnet ” and “ The Image” 
at, a matinée performance. This did not in 
any way hinder the publication of a report 
that '“several passages had been objected to, 
and that the manager had in. consequence 
suppressed them.” Yale enjoyed this joke, 
but in other parts of the United States it 
was believed that “The “Playboy” ‘‘was 
allowed to be presented only after careful 


excision of obscene. we i 

Washington had warned against, the 
play by a pamphlet which stated; “ The at- 
tention of fair-minded Washingtonians is 
called to a most malignant travesty of Irish 
lifé and religion about to be presented upon 
the stage of a local theatre by the ‘Irish 
Players.’ . .. A storm of bitter protest has 
heen raised in every city in which they have 
presented their false and revolting pictures of 
Irish life.

MR. GANDHI’S INDICTMENT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—It is not often that Mahatma Gandhi | 


is humorous—unconsciously or no—but his 
charge sheet against the Government of India 
published in your issue of to-day is intensely 
amusing. I have spent eight years in India, 
and, Gandhi permitting, i am expecting to 
spend another sixteen or so, helping on the 
Government oí India by government, To get 
money out oí an Indian is as difhcult as keep- 
ing an Irishman from fighting. He lives on 
credit, or, failing that, on his more influential 
friends and relations. To expect him, there- 
fore, to disgorge willingly hard cash for a 
Government which Mahatma Gandhi has told 
him to despise is asking too much. 
**Tenants were made to stand in the morn- 
ing sun.” - The morning sun in- India is the 
mildest sun of the day, so the tenants were 
lucky ; and, as the Indian sun is no slacker 
on his job (like some. we could mention), his 
rays at any time of the day are almost im- 
possible to avoid. Hornets, in India, ave as 
common as flies in Ireland. I have myself 
been “shut up” in a room in which I killed 
€00 in two days, .and that was. not by any 
means the sum total of those present, ‘Lhis 
occurred in an inspection bungalow provided 
2 Government of India for first-class 
ials, and, if I thought that Government 
would, or could, prevent hornets, I might have 
tested. I know, however, that it cannot.

Only a 
benign Government would allow a person in 
confinement to smoke at all. It is forbidden 
to the police, who must have been on duty 
on the occasion to which thé charge _hect 
refers.

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A Hungarian Leacer. 


On Wednesday Count Bethlen, the 
Hungarian Prime Minister, submitted the 
resignation of his Cabinet to the Regent, 
and Count Julius Karolyi, Count Bethlen’s 
Foreign Minister, agreed to form a new 
Government. The fact that Count Karolyi 
has decided to retain his post of Foreign 
Minister seems to indicate that Hungary 
will persist in her new ‘ pro-France ”’ 
policy ; and the only difference is likely to 
arise in the domain of internal policy, 
since Count Karolyi is an ardent sup- 
porter of a monarchist restoration. Count 
Bethlen’s resignation marks a stage in 
Hungary’s development. He has been 
one of the great figures dominating Middle 
Europe. Taking office in 1921, he found 
his country without resources or prestige. 
In the course of ten years’ administration 
he has restored order and security ; he has 
built up his country’s finances and institu- 
tions, and he has established its prestige 
among the Powers. Thanks to his efforts. 
Hungary’s educational system has been 
reformed from top to bottom; her army 
has been organised and equipped, and a 
thorough scheme of land reform has been 
carried out. Such reforms, however, 
require money, and the constantly increas- 
ing expense weighed heavily upon the 
country. During this year it became 
manifest that Hungary’s reconstruction 
must be interrupted if a long term loan 
could not be arranged. The Government's 
negotiations for such a loan were prosper- 
ing in the spring, when the failure of the 
Kreditanstaldt upset the financial apple- 
cart of Central Europe. Then came the 
érisis, tota ruens, and with its coming 
Hungary’s immediate hopes vanished. A 
new Parliament assembled; the Budget 
deficit continued to increase, and attacks 
upon Count Bethlen became more frequent 
and more formidable. Yet he did not hand 
in his‘resignation until everything possible 
had been done to facilitate his successor’s 
task. Only last week he concluded the 
negotiations for a £5,000,000 loan, and 
formulated a comprehensive programme 
for the balancing of the State Budget.

Modern. Warfare. 


The march of the British 1st Division 
across the Hog’s Back to a point north of 
Guildford, on its way to reinforce a South- 
land army that had gained a bridgehead 
over the Thames at Staines, has occasioned 
some misgivings in high circles. According 
to the Special Correspondent of the Daily 
‘Telegraph, the march was carried out with 
some skill. and the excellence of the South- 
landers’ picketing against flank interfer- 
ence was a notable feature. On the other 
hand, some authorities doubt whether, in 
war conditions, the Division would have 
arrived at its Guildford bivouac. The 
Division appears to have advanced in two 
columns, each of which, exclusive of the 
motorised Royal Army Service Corps Com- 
panies, was some seven miles long, and over 
these human serpents flights of aeroplanes, 
taking photographs, hovered all day. 
In war these photographs would have been 
bombs, while more dashing pilots would 
have swooped low to use their machine 
guns. Men, of course, can scatter in such 
emergencies, but limbered transport must 
adhere to its path. Moreover, apart from 
casualties, sudden checks in a long line of 
march, as évery soldier knows, have a most 
exhausting effect upon troops. Perhaps, 
some reduction in the size of formations 
will be considered by the Army 
Council—in so far as such reductions 
will diminish the size of targets on the 
march. Aimies, however, are dependent 
upon roads, and it seems that the potency 
of aeroplanes, both as attackers sit ie the 
eyes of hostile artillery, has confronted 
experts with a very pretty problem. Night 
marching is not the simple remedy that 
might be supposed; for even the most 
highly trained troops are distressingly 
prone to get lost and to become inter- 
mingled when they attempt such move- 
ments.

LONDON, Friday Morning. 

é Be Stock Exchange Committee took 

the City by surprise yesterday morn- 
ing by annoyncing that, in view of the 
situation in the country, and the de- 
sirability of affording facilitiés for deal- 
ing, they had resolved to open the House 
on Saturdays on and after September 19th 
next. 

Inside the House the decision had a 
mixed reception, From the pé of view 
of personal convenience the move is 
naturally not welcome to many members 
and employés, especially those who have 
entered business for the first time since 
the war, but generally it is considered 
that at a time of financial difficulty and 
economic depression it is not desirable 
that there should be a Saturday holiday 
every week on the Stock Exchange, and 
the Committee’s decision to re-open 1s 
regarded as a gesture to the business com. 
munity. 


REASON FOR CLOSING. 


The House has not been open for 
business on Saturday since April, 1917, 
when the decision to close permanently 
on that day was decided upon owing to 
war-time exigencies. Actually the House 
has been open since the war on a few 
Saturdays, but it was to allow members 
and irieuds to see the War Memorial. 

From time to time there has been an 
agitation for re-opening from various 
quarters, both inside and outside the 
House, but, although the matter has been 
regularly considered by the Committee, 
they have hitherto decided against re- 
opening, mainly on the ground that, as 
the banks close at noon, there was not 
sufficient time to carry through trans1c- 
tions. 

In making their present decision the 
Committee state that regulations as to 
the delivery of stock will be posted at a 
inter date. 
19th the Stock Exchange authorities will 
probably approach the banks, as the time 
at which these institutions close to a 
great extent regulates the business hours 
of the Stock Exchange. Before the war 
the banks remained open till 1 p.m., 


10.45 a.m. to. 12.30 p.m., although 
actually business started at 10 a.m., and 
unofficial business went on until 1 p.m. 
Should the banks be unwilling to alter 
their closing hour, then it seems probable 
that the Stock Exchange will also have 
to close at noon, which might necessitate 
an earlier time for starting business.

SATURDAY BUSINESS 
SESSION LIKELY. 


No decision has yet been officially made 
by the President and Committee of Dublin 
Stock Exchange as to opening for a short 
business session on Saturdays, but the 
general view, so far as we can gather, is 
that the example set by London will be 
followed here. As a matter of fact, nearly 
all the stockbrokers’ offices are open on 
Saturday forenoons, in order that the staffs 
may clear up the business of the week. 
Many country clients come up to the city 
on Saturday, and they generally take this 
opportunity of having a chat with their 
brokers. 

In former years, long before the War, it 
was customary for the Dublin Stock Ex- 
change to meet on Saturdays during the 
winter and close on that day in the 
summer. This arrangement worked quite 
satisfactorily; but at the present time, 
even if business is exceptionally flat, the 
members may think it their duty to open 
for a couple of hours or less on Saturdays, 
and thus provide all the facilities their 
clients may demand. The range of Stock 
Exchange dealing has expanded greatly in 
recent years, and the interest of Ireland in 
securities controlled in London, and even 
in New York, is so much greater that, in 
the public interest, holders of stocks and 
shares must be afforded the fullest oppor- 
tunities to transact business. 


DUBLIN BANBS. 


What effect the opening of the Stock 
Exchange will have on banking hours 
remains to be seen. 
at noon on Saturday, which means that 
the staffs do not get clear much before 
two’o’clock; but facilities will no doubt 
be required by stockbrokers and their 
clients for the completion of transactions 
by cash payments and the transfer: or 
handling of securities, in the same way as 
this business is carried on, say, on 
Friday. i 

Whatever course of procedure may. be 
decided on, there is not the least doubt 
that the action of bankers and stock- 
brokers will be guided, by a keen desire 
to assist every effort that may be made to 
restore public confidence and to dispel the 
gloom which, fcr many months, has 
enveloped the Stock Exchanges of Great 
Britain and Ireland.

BATTLE OF THE GIANTS. 


From Our Morortnc CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Thursday, 
HI speeds returned in practice for the 
Tourist Trophy this morning show 
that Saturday’s race. will be faster by 
many miles per hour than ever was an- 
ticipated. Caracciola’s record lap of 1923 
was smashed no fewer than cight times. 
T. Nuvolari broke it five times, Sir Henry 
Birkin twice, and Cav. Campari once. 


These three were driving Alfa-Romeo , 


cars. with engines less than half the size 
of that in Caracciola’s Mercedes. 

It looks as though Saturday is going 
to be another Alfa-Romeo day. The 
anticipated duel between Birkin and 
Nuvolari should be wonderful. Birkin 
is known to be anxious to prove that, 
given equivalent cars, British drivers are 
just as fast and capable as Italians. He 
demonstrated this when he won the 
Fireann Cup in the Phoenix Park, but 
here the opposition will be stronger. 
Nuvolari, who won last year’s race, re- 
gards Birkin as his most serious rival. 
It is always possible, of course, that while 
the giants are devouring one another a 
baby car may slip through with the aid 
score A 
s. For British material, as wel] as 
men, the fastest.lap of this morning was 
done by Nuvolari at 8048 m.p.h. 
Caracciola’s record was at 77.81 m.p.h. 


SENSATIONAL DRIVING. 


Nuvolari did six laps, his best being in 
10 mins. 11 secs., and his slowest in 19 
mins. 39 secs. During one of his best 
laps Nuvolari overshot the corner at New- 
townards Town Hall, and had to reverse 
to get back to the course. 

From all round the cricuit he was re- 
ported to be driving with sensational dash. 
No other drivers took corners at the same 
speed nor with the same precision. 

‘Lap after lap you would have thought 

his car was on rails,’’ said one flag mar- 
shal. 
The weather conditions were not so bad 
as yesterday, although rain fell for most 
of the period of practising. The roads, 
however, were clear of lying water, as 
arrangements had been made to drain the 
places where pools formed on the previous 
day. It was notable that the Dundonald 
bend, where Davis and Froy crashed 
yesterday, was treated with great respect 
by the majority of drivers. The crowd 
there was twice as big as on the previous 
morning. 


THE STARTERS. 


At the moment it seems that forty-five 
cars will start on Saturday, the absentees 
being the three Bugattis, withdrawn, an 
Arrol Aster, which was smashed in Eng- 
land last week ; a Lea Francis, which did 


not reach Ireland, and Barnes’s M.G., 
which overturned yesterday. The 
Mercedes Beinz, which crashed at Dun- 
donzgid on Wednesday, was out this morn- 
ing, a staff of mechanics having worked 
throughout the night on it. Including 
spare cars, fifty-one machines were out 
this morning, and a total of 250 laps was 
covered. 

It has now been decided that T. H. 
Wisdom will have the wheel of Dudley 
Froy’s Invicta. Wisdom made his first 
appearance on the course this morning, 
and was wonderfully fast considering his 
lack of experience of the Ards circuit. 
Donald Herley, in another Invicta, 
damaged a back axle and, although he 
eventually got it repaired, he was able to 
complete only one lap, and that at a slow 
rate. He will be Wisdom’s spare driver.

still shrouded in official secrecy, but 
enough is known already to suggest that 
the Government have, at all events, 
approached their task of balancing the 
Budget in the right spirit. The scheme 
discussed yesterday seems to have been 
composed wholly of a list of economies 
based upon acceptance of the principles, 
though not the details, of many of the most 
important items of the May report. It 
follows that the total of economies pro- 
posed by the Government must be very 
substantial, and that the other parties. 
though they may reasonably find the total 
insufficient, have at least been invited to 
share a solid foundation on which they 
may hope to build in the course of further 
consultations or of parliamentary debate. 
For example, no large figure could have 
been reached by the Government already, 
without acceptance of drastic reductions in 
the cost of the dole and of education ; for 
these two items together contributed over 
eighty per cent. of the economies suggested 
in the May report. 
_ It may even be hoped that the reduction 
in the cost of the dole has been planned by 
the Government on lines of a reform, better 
conceived than the plan suggested by the 
Economy Committee; but, however that 
may be, the important point is a common 
determination that the ravages of the dole 
system are to be drastically checked. No 
other single decision, if it were announced 
at once in a good round figure, could do 
more to promote the success of the Govern- 
ment in restoring confidence at home and 
abroad. Confidence has been destroyed not 
merely by the size, but also by the 
character of our public expenditure, and 
the fact that the present law re- 
quires some £130,000,000 a year to be 
spent for a purely unconstructive purpose, 
\ ‘iether the recipients needed or had paid 
for their benefits or not, has struck a chill 
of dismay through every creditor of this 
country. 

Two points, therefore, of supreme im- 
portance appear to have been gained by 
the fact that the scheme discussed yester- 
day was wholly one of economy. The first 
is that the scheme of economies is mani- 
festly drastic, even if still inadequate. 
The second is that the Government recog- 
nise that economy must come first. It 
would have been well if the Government 
could have issued yesterday a statement 
at least of the essential features of their 
scheme. A statement cannot safely be 
postponed beyond to-day. | 

It should not be forgotten that this 
whole emergency arose out of world-wide 
manifestations of the insecurity of ster- 
ling. : Those manifestations have been 
checked, but only by temporary pallia- 
tives—the world has a to wait and 
see whether we will put our house in 
order.

FORMER INCUMBENT AT 
KINGSTOWN. 


William Edward Burroughs, Pre- 
bendary of Exeter Cathedtal, 1907-25, and 
father of the Bishop of Ripon, died at the 
Palace, Ripon, yesterday, at the age of 85. 
He was a native of Lreland,; and was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he todk 
his B.A. degree in 1868, his M.A. in 1871, 
and B.D. in 1891. He was ordained at 
Ripon in 1869. and after tliree years as 
curate at Catterick, he returned to Ireland, 
and was curate, first at St. Michael’s, Lime- 
rick, and later at St. Matthias’s. Dublin. In 
1876 he was appointed incumbent of the 
Marinets’ Church, Kingstown, and remained 
there until 1895. He was Rural Dean of 
Monkstown if 1894-1895, and was Chaplain 
to the Lord Liéttetiant from 1886 to 1895. In 
the latter year he- was appointed Central 
Secretary of the Church Missionary Society, 
a post which he held wftil He beeime Vicar 
of Christ Chareh, Chislehurst, in 1900. From 
1902 to 1913 he was Vicur of St. Andrew’s, 
Plymouth, and later becawie Rector of St. 
Peter's, Tiverton.
